Ths fire began in the five-story 
brick building occupiel] by the men's furn- 
fshing firm of Rogers, Peet & Co., on the 


southwest corner of Broadway and Warren 
street. 

“Adjoining the Rogers, Peet building and 
s0uth of it was the magnificent white 
building of the Home Insurance Company, 
and next to this was the brown stone 
building of the Postal Telegraph Company, 
erected at a cost of millions of dollars only 
a few years ago.

“Was a rvaring furnace, and an alarm had 


been turned in which brought more than 
a score of engines to the scene. It was 
but a short time when the flames had 
eaten through the wall of the Home Life 
and were roaring high above the lofty 
structure, | ; 

Thousands of people had gathered on the 
scene and the blinding glare of the flames 
lit us the lower part of the city. 

Even in the downpour the great crowds 
of people grew and the police reserves 
were calied out from mW y stations and 
kept the people back for blocks. 

Great showers of sparks were carried in 
al) directions by the gale that blew sixty 
miles an hour. It was a picturesque fire, 

Valuable Papers Are Lost. 

The Home Life insurance building was 
occupied by that company and by a large 
number of prominent men in varicus lines 
of business. “Every effort was made to 
save the valuable papers stored in some 
of the offices, but many of them were 
lost. 

The offices of the rapid transit commis- 
Sion were on the ninth floor of this build- 
ing and it js believed that all the — and 
schemes of work with which the commis- 
sion ‘has been busy this many years have 
been destroyed. In the Postal building, 
as Well, there were many serious losses of 
& private naiure, ‘and when the flames 
reached the ope-rating room of this struec- 
ture, Which they did within three hours 
after the outbreak, the one or two solitary 
operators who remained at their posts were 
compelled to flee for their lives, leaving un- 
sent meséages at the keys. 

The fire burned even prore fiercely in 
tie Home Life building, owing to the great 
height of this structure, and in an incred- 
ibly short time the upper half of this mag- 
nificent building was in flames. The water

REPORT THAT HE WILL OPPOSE 
BATE PROVES UNTRUE.

Governor-Elect Writes That He Is Sur- 
prised That Such a Report Should 
Be Circulated. 


Nashville, Tenn., December 4.—(Special.)— 
The report, now about ten days old, that 
Judgé John W. Childress would make the 
for the United States senate, has 
caused no end of talk over the state. Some 
papers have seen fit to connect Governor- 
Elect McMillin’s name with the matter, and 
assume that he was connected with the 
movement and would himself enter the race. 
That this did Mr, McMillin an injustice is 
ehown by the interview given out by Chair- 
man Morgan C. Fitzpatrick, of the state 
democratic state executive committee, to- 
night, and which is as follows: 

“In April of this year Mr. McMillin, in 
announcing his candidacy for the demo- 
cratic nomination for governor, said: ‘I 
am a candidate for governor and nothing 
else, and I hope, when elected, to so con- 
duct that office that my official acts and 
administration will be indorsed by the par-

“Mr. McMillin has, privately and in the 
Canvass, repeatedly stated that he was not, 
and would not, be a candidate for the 
United States senate; that he would serve

York. I was‘not able to do so until Satur- 
day evening, when I acquainted him fully 
with the here and the comments 
of the state press.

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THE BRANDON INDIGENT PENSION BILL IS 


' DECLARED SOUND AND CONSTITUTIONAL 


Former Chief Justice Logan E. Bleckley Prepares a Comprehensive Opinion on the 
Subject--As This Is the Only Opposition Thus Far Advanced to the 


Penis 


Measure It Will Probably Become a Law--Will Save the 


State from $150,000 to $200,000 a Year. 


At the request of Representative Morris 


Brandon, of Fulton, an elaborate opinion 


as to the constitutionality of the Brandon 
bill to put all pensions on an indigent basis 
has been prepared by Former Chief Justice 
‘Logan E. Bleckley, of the supreme court. 
It is of great interest and importance at 
this stage of the legislative proceedings, 
for the pension question will be one of the 
biggest *hings the two houses will have 
to deal with when the appropriations com- 
mittee report is presented. Judge Bleckley 
Says that the bill is thoroughly constitu- 
tional, and inasmuch as it has only been 
opposed thus far on this ground, its chances 
of becoming a law are much brighter. If 
passed, it will save the state from $150,000 
to $200,000 a year without taking money 
away from any needy pensioners. Judge 
Bleckley’s opinion, in full, is as follows: 
“After studying the question at the re- 
™uest of the Hon, Morris Brandon and alse 
at his:‘expense (for 1 could not afford to 
do the work thoroughly and carefully with- 
oul compensation), 1 am of the opinion that 
no constitutional obstacle exists to the pas- 
sage of the pending amendment proposed 
by him to section 12% of the code. The 
principal reasons for this opinion I witl 
state as briefly and clearly as I can. Here- 
tofore the taxing power has been exercised 
in behalf of one description of confederate 
soldiers on condition that they were soa 
poor as absolutely to need public assistance 
for their relief, and in behalf of another 
description without this condition, and with- 
out reference to whether they were poor 
or rich. The object of the proposed amend- 
ment is to put botli descriptions @f soldiers 
in future on the same footing by ceasing 
to exercise the taxing power for the benefit 
of any except those who by reason of pov- 
erty are unable to support themselves and 
who shall verify the fact, each by his own 
affidavit. If the general assembly cannot 
reduce taxation by excluding all confed- 
erate soldiers save the poor and needy

Seven 
purposes are clearly and distinctly enu- 
merated, the last of which is (as the limita- 
tion ended before anything was added by 
amendment), ‘to supply the soldiers who 
lost a limb or limbs in the military ser- 
vice of the confederate states, with substan- 
tial artificlal limbs during life.’ 


1885, October 24th (duly ratified by the peo- 
ple) the words following: ‘And to make 


suitable provision for such confederate sol- | 
diers as may have been permanently injured | 


in ch service.’ A still. further addition 
was made by the amending act of 1893, De- 
cember 19th, in. these terms: ‘Or who by 
reason of uge aml poverty, or infirmity and 
poverty or blindness and poverty are un- 
able to provide a living for themselves.’ 
This act, apparently by mistake in reciting 
the contents of the previous amendment, 
set forth the matter of that amendmént in 
these terms: ‘And to make svwituble provis- 
fons for such confederate soldiers as may 
have been OTHERWISE DISABLED OR 
permanently injured in such service.’ The 
interpolated words (here capitalized by me 
but not capitalized in the act) appear in the 
code (section 5882) as a part of the constitu- 
tion. 

‘“‘Whether they are so or not is of no con- 
sequence to the point now under considera- 
tion. That point is, that without section 1, 
article 7, of the constitution and. without 
either of the amendments @o it, the general 
assembly would have had all the power to 
rnise money by taxation for the benefit of 
confederate soldiers which it now has, and 
could have passed all the laws in th@ir fa- 
vor which it has ever passed. True, it 
eculd not have done this with the original 
section and without the amendments, but 
could in the absence of both. The object 
of the section was not to confer any power 
whatever or to impese any duty whatever, 
but solely to cut down and restrict in its 
exercise the power which was already dele- 
gated, and which but for this restriction, 
would have left the legislature armed for 
doing many things by the use of the taxing 
power which the convention as the organ 
of sovereignty determined should not be 
done by means of taxation. The section em- 
bodies no affirmative mandate, either ex- 
press or implied to tax for any purpose, but 
in sense and meaning it is altogether inhib- 
atory. The expression, ‘shall be exercised

‘In some quarters,-that simply because the 


proposed amendment geeks to discriminate 
batween the poor and the rich, or between 
the very indigent and the less indigent, it 
is for that reason alone unconstitutional. 
The theory underiying this suggestion is 
that mere power to tax, whether only per- 
missive or coupled with a command to ex- 
ercise it, for the benefit of a given class 
of persons, must either be exercised in 
behalf of all the individuals composing the 
Class or not exercised at all. This princi- 
ple, or rather supposed principle, applied 
to mere permissive powers, would lead to 
startling consequences. It would bind the 
legislature to do for evervbody ail it 
might do (if it wanted to) for the whole 
mass’ of the population. It would have 
to ¢ake them all in, or leave them all out. 
No doubt a power to act for the joint 
or collective benefit of a designated class 
would not be well executed, if some, even 
one, were excluded; but in our pension 
system there is no joint feature; each 
pensioner takes severally his own separate 
allowance. If the rule of benefits and bur- 
dens were always the same, then, indeed, 
the legislature might have to treat all 
beneficiaries alike, for generally a. burden 
placed upon a class is to be borne in part 
by each member of the class, and nok alto- 
gether by some of the members without 
ald from the others. This is enough, and 
more than enough, to say touching the ru- 
mored, and rather over-technical, sugges- 
tion to which I have referred. 

“It may be thought*that while as to 
pensions proper, that is, those as* ‘suita- 
ble previsions’ under the two amendments 
to the constitution, the proposed amend- 


ment to the code is not amenable to any 


constitutional objection, it is otherwise in 
respect of its application to allowances 
made for supplying artificial limbs. For 
two reasons, each of them conclusive, the 
amendment has equal validit¥Y as to all 
pensions now payable, whether they rent 
on loss of limbs or other cause. The first 
is, that the constitution is no more obliga- 
tory upon the general assmbly to supply 
artificial limbs, or to pay soldiers for sup-

enacting others, or some other through 
which to accomplish the substantial pur- 
pose of the constitution, 

“The theory that the legal relation of 
debtor and creditor founded on_ military 
service or the consequences thereof exists 
between any state of the United States, 
any member of the federal union, and so.- 
diers who served and suffered on the con- 
federate side in the civil war, is probably 
not entertained by any sane mind. If it is, 
it is secure and will ever be secure, against 
refutation, for minds capable of entertain- 
ing it are, I venture to believe, beyond 
the reach of argument. At least, I shall 
waste no time at present in combating such 
a bald absurdity. Perhaps I ought to apol- 
ogize for even mentioning it. At bottom 
there is almost as little substance in the 
other question, namely, whether the consti- 
tution is mandatory or only permissive 
in regard to granting relief to confederate 
soldiers. On the surfaee, however, there 
is enough ambiguity t@ give rise to a se- 
rious inquiry by candid and 
minds unskilled in legal interpretation, as 
to the real nature of the constitutional 
scheme. And I confess to some doubt on 
the subject at one time in my own mind; 
not, indeed, when I first considered the 
question, but after I had labored upon it

“t'pon this broad and compreheyAive dele- 
gation of discretionary power, sundry limi- 
tations are found inserted in the constitu- 
tion.

This is set 
forth in article 7, section 1, (clvil code 
section 5882) and is in these words: ‘The 
powers of taxation over the whole state

by the general assembly for tho following 
purposes only,’ is precisely equivalent to 
‘shall not be exercised except for the fol- 
lowing purposes,’ and its verbage might be 
s0 varied without the slightest alteration 
in its import or intention. The commAnd 
delivered is not to do anything else, any- 
thing not enumerated, not specified; but 
there is no order to do the specified things 
or any of them, though most of them were 
things that had to be done, by reason of 
the general powers and duties of the legis- 
lature. One of them in particular, which

«al power and duty, was made so by another 
clause, of the constitution, that clause re- 
quiring the maintenance of common 
schoois free to al] the children of the 
State.

“Were there anywhere in the instrument 
or either of the amendments a similar re- 
quirement in respect to. supplying muti- 
lated soldiers with artificial limbs, or in 
respect to making suitable provision tor 
this or any other class of confederate sol- 
diers, the construction for which 1 contend, 
now the only true one, would be unsound. 
Indeed, it would be impossible to arrive at 
it without patronizing nonsense.

contained in either or both. It is obvious 
that an incidental effect of the clause and 
the amendments was und is to show with 
full clearness that the inhibition put by 
the constitution. (code, section 5903) upon 
the general assembly in regard to granting 
any donation or gratuity was not intended 
to apply to appropriate measures of relief 
in behalf of maimed, disabled or unfortu- 
nate and impoverished confederate soldiers. 
Without the light thus thrown on this 
question, there might have been some 
doubt concerning it; with it there can be 
none, ° 

“That the relation of the state and its 
people to the surviving confederates among 
us, especially to those who are mutilated, 
dismembered, disabled, helpless, extremely 
poor, is special and peculiar, is known to 
our intelligence and felt in the deepest 
recesses of our consciousness. No one 
needs to be told that these men are in a 
certain sense wards of the commonwealth 
and have been for years past. In regard 
to them, “The roots of great emotions and 
sympathies are twined about our heart- 
strings.’ Relief granted to them is not 
donation or gratuity, but when absolutely 
needed is the offspring of moral duty, the 
outgrowth not of mere humanity or com- 
passion, but of gratitude for service and 
suffering. To grant it is not to give gifts 
or distribute alms, not to bestow favors 
or practice mere charity, but it is to be 
generous for the sake of being just. If 
the state had a full treasury or could fill 
it without taxation too onerous for the 
resources of the peopte to bear, doubtless 
there would be no occasion for any seruti- 
ny into the power of the general assembly 
to curtail] and cut down the pension roll 
by discriminating against pensioners who 
can command the means of self-support, 
and confine the state's minificence, for the 
present, aitogether to those who cannot.

This amendment 
put an end to allowances to supply lost 
limbs: Such allowances had never been 
annual. At first thy were only quinquen- 
niaL FE rom 1879 to 1883 they were payable 
but once in five years. They then became 
triennial, and so continued until _thev

NOT MUCH OF A LOVE MATCH. 


Miheipasniniiailaiies 
Queen Wilhelmina’s Marriage Largely 
Governed by Reason of State. 

It has been widely heralded that the en- 
gagement of Holland’s young queen and 
the prince of Wied .is one in which love 
euts more of a figure than anything else. 
There is very good reason to believe that, 
While there may be more affection. between 
the two than usually the case in royal 
marriages, reasons of state have as much 
to do with the prospective union as any- 
thing else. One of these reasons has just 
been pointed out by a European authority. 
The reyal family and the people of Aol- 
land generally want to avoid the possibility 
that by the marriage of the young sover- 
eign to a prince of a ruling family it 
might happen after some time that through 
inheritance of a ruler of a foreign country 
might become also king of Holland. This 
might easily happen if the young queen 
should marry a prince of any ruling Euro- 
pean house. The Dutch royal family and the 
people of Holland do not wish to repeat 
the experiences which the country has had 
in the past. Such marriages were the rea- 
sons for the Dutch war of independence 
in the sixteenth century, and indirectly for 
the dividing of Belgium and Holland into 

two kingdoms in 1832. 

Just such a corsort as was desired by ‘the 
Dutch people is found in the prince of 
Wied, whose family is absolutely without 
politica] influence in Germany. During the 
cCminanes of. Napoleon in a large part of 
European affairs the Wicds were deprived 
of their throne. After the evacuation of 
Germerny ky the French it was considered 
best by the ruwiers of all the large German 
States not to restore their thrones to the 
Smaller princes, included amcng whom were 
the princes of Wied. ‘The former territory 
of the Wieds was therefore given to Prus- 
Sia in 1813, since when the princes of Wied 
have becn Prussian subjects, with less in- 
Muencs in Germany than many of the old- 
est noble families. Nevertheless, the Wied 
family is considered to be of equal birth to 
the other royal, German families. ‘Their 
title remains, but that is all, as they have 
Very smal] family possessions.

WIND SIXTY MILES AN HOUR. 


Heavy Rainstorm Prevails in Quaker 
Section. 

Philadelphia, December 4.—A heavy rain- 
storm, which began here yesterday, con- 
tinued all of today with increased vio- 
lence, accompanied by wind of almost gale 
velocity. 

The wires from this cliy to the south 
were rendered almost useless pn accounc 
of heavy winds. No great damage is 
known to have resulted, A few dispatches 
received at the maritime exchange told 
of a very heavy northeaster prevailing at 
the Delaware breakwater and at other 
points along the south New Jersey coast. 
At many points the tide rose to the highest 
point it has reached in years. The wind 
at Atlantic City reached a maximum ve- 
locity at 10 o'clock this evening of about 
sixty miles, stirring up a high sea. both 
on the beach and meadows. Several pri- 
vate residences on the Meadcws were com- 
pletely surrounded by water, compelling oc- 
cupunts to use boats in going to and from 
the buildings.

Luxury and Ex tr avagance. 


From ‘lhe International Journal of Ethics. 

In general, the destruction of wealth is a 
social as well as an individual loss. The 
wealth that is used up in riotous. ivirg is 
diverted from better uses. ExtravAagance is 
not necessarily luxury. The mere trans- 
fer of wenrith from one hand to another 
does not involve destruction. Consumption 
means using up. When a nation «spends 
$230,000 for a great piciure the wealth is 
not destroyed; it is simply transferred. 
When the Jubilee Plunger ran through 
$2,500,000 in twelve calendar months, the 
wealth of the world was diminished only 
by the amount of it he and those who 
eponged on him put down their throats 
and otherwise wantonl: destroved. In so 
far as it was simpiy transferred to others 
to whom he paid extravagant prices, it 
was not destroyed. 

Tce give high prices for articles which 
are rare is not necessarily luxury, for the 
price and the rare edition or the old mas- 
ter both remain. It Is true that extrava- 
gance May mean the transfer of wealth to 
those who will mot use it well: but it does 
not usually mean this. It generally in- 
volves a transfer to the hands of those 
who will use it more wisely,

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Some Phases of the Situation. . 

The favorable prices at which Atlan- 
ta’s bonds were recentiy sold is, of 
course, a high tribute to the credit and 
financial standing of the city; but the 
scramble among those who wanted them 
presents an object lesson that students 
of the present abnormal situation should 
not lose sight of. Heretofore, when 
Atlanta, or any other southern city, or 
even a southern state, desired to make 
a loan, its agents were compelled to 
go to New York, and enter into pro- 
longed negotiations with the money- 
lenders, and frequently they were left 
to cool their heels in the ante-room, and 
await the good pleasure of the bankers 
before they could receive an interview. 

But now that is all changed. The 
other day the agents of the money-len- 
ders swarmed into Atlanta, and insti~ 
tuted an unprecedented scramble for the 
city’s bonds; and this fact demonstrates 
the unhealthy results of the gold stan- 
dard, and verifies the constant predic- 
tions of those who are thé advocates of 
bimetallism. ‘Those predictions were 
to the effect that, under the cheapening 
and depressing operations of the single 
gold standard, available capital would 
be withdrawn and diverted from indus- 
trial investments and hide itself from 
public use and employment in bonds and 
securities; that the gold standard, by 
promoting the depreciation of property 
and industrial products, would drive in- 
vestors to the choice of hoarding their 
capital in the banks, or accepting the 
small but safe returns that are represen- 
ted by the low rate of interest on bonds 
and securities. 

These things are taking place before 
our eyes. In this country, in order to 
sustain and support the gold standard, 
We must sacrifice not only our agricul- 
tural interests, but our industrial prog- 
ress as well. That is the price we are 
paying and will have to pay. Let it not 
be supposed that, in making these re- 
marks, we are talking politics. The 
situation as it stands is of far more 
importance than party. The free coin- 
age of silver has no interest for us ex- 
cept as a means of bringing relief to 
our business men, our property owners 
and the people generally. We are not 
even advocating it at this time, but 
merely calling the attention of those of 
our readers who are interested in the 
matter to the remarkable verification 
of the predictions made during the past 
fifteen years by those who advocated 
bimetallism. Each afid every one has 
come to pass with the precision and 
regularity that mark the course of na- 
ture; and it is a fact that, given the 
elements of trade and commerce, the 
results of the gold standard are as cer- 
tain as if they were brought about by 
national laws. 

Out of the money supply, decrease the 
volume of currency in circulation, and 
the result can be predicted with as much 
certainty as when 3 are taken from 5. 
The gold standard statists declare there 
has been an increase in the volume of 
circulation, According to their view 
all the money not the treasury 
is in circulation. As a matter of 
fact, there is less money in circu- 
lation today per capita tkean at any 
time since the money famine in the 
forties. So far as the south is con- 
cerned, the factor that is depended on 
to put money in circulation may be re- 
garded as a failure this vear. Owing 
to the low grade of cotton as the result 
of the bad weather the farmers are not 
getting on an average more than 31-2 
cents a pound for the staple. The dif- 
ference between a 10,000,000 bale crop 
now and a few years ago is the difference 
between $175,000,000 and- $500,000,000; 
or, in simpler figures, the difference be- 
tween $17.50 a bale and $50 a bale. 

Now, although the circulation in oth®r 
parts of the country may be $10,000 per 


in 


_ capita, that blessing doesn’t reach south- 


ward, because there is nothing to fetch 
it. If we want what is pleasantly 
called “sound” money, we must pay 
the price of it, which is unsound prices, 
unsound property, and unsound values. 
As we have already said, we are not now 
talking politics. The gold standard is 
established for some time to come, and 
our business men and property owners 
will have to stand its results as well as 
the farmers. We do not think that 
the last and worst of its somewhat pic- 
turesque operatignps have been experi- 
enced as yet; but it ts useless to worry 
about crossing a river till we come to it. 
‘(But one other development cannot 
have failed to attract the attention of 
our thoughtful business men, namely, 
that money lenders and capitalists are 
gradually beginning to regard mort- 
gages as an undesirable forin of invest- 


ment. As an evidence of that fact we 


can point to some recent sacrifices of 
property, but we forbear through fear 
of alarming the despondent. We are not 


\. 
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| sounding a pessimistic note, but point- 


ing to substantial facts which must be 
taken into consideration if our people 
would prepare themselves to meet with 
cheerfulness and a hopeful spirit ail the 
forms of depression made possible by 
the gold standard. 

We cannot, for some time to come, 
get rid of that most grievous form of 
oppression, but we may make an effort 
to adjust ourselves to its worst as well 
as its best results, and the best way 
to do that, as we conceive it, ig to look 
about us and take a careful note of the 
effects of it that are appearing on every 
side. -If we recognize them for what 
they are, instead of attributing them 
to some other cause, we shall know a 
great deal better how to deal with other 
results of contraction as they make 
their appearance. 

The business man and the property 
owner who can trace the various phe- 
nomena of the present situation to the 
gold standard and its operations, is in 
much better position to guard his in- 
terests and to adjust himself to inevi- 
table conditions than the man who is 
feeling about in the air to discover what 
is hurting him. 


How To Use Figures. 

In an address to the state legislature, 
opposing the cut in the school appropri- 
ation, Commissioner Glenn makes use 
of figures which are misleading. 

In that address Mr. Glenn says: 

The school fund for 1899, with the $400,- 
000 left off, will be $1,208,299. The school pop- 
ulation, by the census taken this year is 
660,870, an increase in five years of 55,000. 
The amount apportioned to each child oi 
school age will be $1.80. 

To the stranger or to the citizen who 
is in the habit of taking his facts at 
second hand, the small sum of $1.80 per 
pupil would look alarming were it not 
untrue. In Georgia the school age is 
from six to eighteen years, and in the 
total which Mr. Glenn uses, al] persons 
between these ages are included. Mr. 
Glenn knows, as does everybody else, 
that in no state in the union does the 
entire population between these ages go 
to school. To begin with, it may be 
taken for granted that the entire class 
from six to seven doeg not and cannot 
go to school, because of physical reasons. 


Three years’ tuition, or four at the out-. 


side, gives the mass all the education 
which it will ever pursue. Sometimes 
that education ig taken at one age in- 
stead of another. 

If ever, at one time, as much as one- 
third of the children eligible for school 
actually attended, it would make a good 
average. On the basis of a one-third at- 
tendance, then, the appropriation allow- 
ed would give $5.40 per pupil, instead of 
$1.80—quite a difference, : 

Another feature The Constitution 
must notice, and it is done. It has be- 
come the habit of advocates of large 
school appropriations to point out the 
one-third or one-fourth attendance upon 
the public school, and with lachrymose 
eyes to set down the balance ag illiter- 
ate. This is both slanderous of the state 
and untrue in fact. Some time between 
the ages of six and eighteen the im- 
mense majority of these persons do eo 
to school, and become far enough ad- 
vanced not to be styled illiterate. They 
may not know Greek and Latin, but they 
have the ability to change a dollar bill 
so that they may get every fraction due 
them. The branding of these people as 
illiterate is but a device of politics too 
well understood to be effective at home, 
but unfortunately, it is published to the 
world abroad, giving a bad impression 
of our people. 
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As to Social Relations. 

The editor of The Springfield Republi- 
can is not at all pleased with some re- 
marks recently made by The Constitu- 
tion in regard to the social relations be- 
tween whites and blacks. On this sub- 
ject our contemporary refuses to amble 
placidly along in argument, but becomes 
excited, even furious, and then, as a 
matter of course, puts forward consid- 
erations that are wholly beside the case, 
and have.no bearing whatever on the 
question of social relations. ‘To show 
how far he goes afield, and with what 
persistence he covers up the real grava- 
men of the matter, we present the fol- 
lowing: 

Let us recall the vision of Peter on the 
housetop, which compelled him to say that 
“God hath shewed me that I should not 
call any mun eommon or unclean.’ if 
then it be said that negroes were not in- 
cluded in that enlargement of Peter's fel- 
lowship, regall the baptism of the Ethiopian 
by Philip, for the Ethiopian was an Afri- 
can, black of face and woolly of hair, even 
as the Abyssinians are to this day. all this, 


however, is somewhat, though not wholly, ° 


aside from the conditions that exist. If one 
appeal unto Caesar, whether he call him 
“Almighty God’’ or some other name, to 
that Caesar he shall go. An the cant of 
The Constitution is answered. 

As to present’ facts, there is but one 
proper and rational basis of social! inter- 
course, resting on community of interests 
and sympathy of education. The community 
of interests surely cannot be denied as be- 
longing to the negro; as for the rest, the 
conditions are equal, An _ unclean, “low- 
living, ignorant negro is just as objection- 
able as an unclean, low-living, ignorant 
white person, and no more so. A man of 
character, of culture, of fine quality its just 
as acceptable to cultured and well prin- 
cipled society whether he be black or white. 

Does The Atlanta Constitution mean to 
say that there is a barrier that renders a 
Washington of Tuskegee any less fit a 
social companion than a Washington of 
Mount Vernon? If so, it needs regenera- 
tion, The editor is fortunate if he dines 
every day with a gentlemen so worthy to 
Stand with the elect of the earth as such a 
man as Booker T. Washington. 

One wonders what the case of St. Peter 
has to do with the matter. He had an 
idea that the Gentiles were not to be 
partakers of Christianity, but his eyes 
were opened to his error. He still re- 
tained some of his prejudices, however, 
for St. Paul boasts to the Galatians that 
he withstood Peter “to his face” -be- 
cause he betrayed an unwillingness to 
dea! out full justice to the Gentiles. But 
the apostles had no command to enter- 
tain or *be entertained of any person or 
persons whatsoever except as their judg- 
ment and preference might dictate. 

The whole point, which The Republi- 
can insists on covering up, is that the 
question of social relations is one of 
personal preference and individual taste. 
Color may play a part in it, but not a 
large one. If a preference is a preju- 
dice, weil and good; ¢all it what you 
will; but do not fume and fret and rail 
because it exists. It has existed, since 
the world began, and it will continue 
while the world lasts. Men will choose 
their associates and companions, no 
matter what is said to the contrary, and 
they do not have to give reasons for 
their choice. The writer of this would 
rather dine with Hamilton Mabie, or 
Charles Dudley Warner, or Mark Twain 
than with the president; he would rather 
ding with Mr, Whiting, of Springfield, 
than with Chauncey Depew, the Vander- 
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bilts or the Astors. Ought such a choice 
to be a source of offense to anybody? 
Let us leave both whites and blacks 
some choice in this matter—some privi- 
lege of selection. How miserable would 
be the case if Booker Washington felt 
himself obliged to invite to dinner or to 
associate with every man whom he 
might have reason to believe is a gen- 
tleman! How miserable, too, if he felt 


it incumbent on himself not to draw the { 


line somewhere in his own race, or 
among the whites. The Republican 
says that “the editor is fortunate if he 
dines every day with a gentleman so 
worthy to stand with the elect of the 
earth as Booker T. Washington.” Well, 
fortunate, perhaps, but not particularly 
happy; for there might be days when 
the editor had no desire to dine with the 
elect of the earth; and on all days he 
would prefer to exercise the privilege of 
selecting, by acceptance or invitation, 
his own company, and to leave’ other 
péople frée in the enjoyment of the 
same privilege. 

And this, we conceive, is the essence 
of the whole matter. Until we hear of 
the editor of The Republican inviting 
people to dinner promiscuously, on the 
ground that St. Peter was commanded 
to call no man too common or unclean 
to receive the benefits of the Christian 
religion, or on the more reasonable 
ground that Chauncey Depew or Senator 
Hoar is a gentleman of culture, worthy 
to stand with the elect of this world— 
until we hear of this, we must be excused 
for believing that the editor’s exploita- 
tion is a piece of emptiness which sig- 
nifies nothing. 

There are barriers which render one 
man, even a Booker Washington, a less 
fit social companion than a Washington 
of Mount Vernon; but these barriers are 
erected by the individual mind, and need 
not have—indeed, cannot have—any 
weight with another.

‘We are far from saying 
that The Republican is stirring it up in 
this matter of social relations; but it is 
easy to add to an infusion of ignorance 
and folly the belief that all men, white 
or black, have a natural right to sit in 
what parlors they choose and eat in 
what dining rooms they please.

It appea® to have been the object of the 
board to take no action until today’in order 
to have time to notify the physicians who 
had failed to comply with the law what 
the city aitorney’s opinion was of the or- 
dinances compelling all physicians to regis- 
ter and report deaths, births and infectious 
diseases. Dr. Baird and seVeral other physi- 
cians were sent a copy of the law, with 
the city attorney's opinion, and this seems 
to indicate the plan of the board which has 
been mapped out. 

t is probable that the delinquent physi- 
cians will be proceeded against this after- 
noon or tomorrow morning. 

Dr. Olmsted’s Views. 

You ask for my views‘in regard to the 
issue between Dr. James B. Baird and 
the board of health of this city. In re- 
ply, I would say that I have no kKnowl- 
edge or information concerning the par- 
ticular case involved, and hence can 
express no opinion. But I do not hesi- 
tate to say that I am in thoroug’h accord 
with the general sentiments and views 
expressed by Dr. Baird in his written 
communication of this morning, and I 
believe that their general tone in regard 
to medical ethics and the respective 
rights of physicians and patients cor- 
rectly represents the sentiment of the 
medical profession and is in accord with 
its highest principles, most honored tra- 
ditions and best practice. Of course, 
in regard to reporting contagious and 
infectious diseases (such as smalipox, 
diphtheria, yellow fever, etc.) to the 
board of health, however’ unpleasant 
this duty may be, it being of practical 
and vital importance to the public 
health, we physicians are of one mind, 
I presume, in regard to its necessity 
and cordially aid the health officials in 
their efforts to stamp out and prevent 
the spread of disease. I never heard a 
physician oppose this reporting of con- 
tagious and infectious diseases; at least, 

Il cannot reeall any such instance. 

It is far otherwise, however, in regard 
to that section of the law which requires 
the reporting to the board of health of 
all eases of birth, stillborn, abortion, 
etc., with the date, maiden name of the 
mother, etc, I do not ciaim to speak 
for the profession, but as far as I have 
been able to learn, I believe that a 
most decided majority of our physicians 
are opposed to a rigid construction and 
enforcement of this law, while 1] feel 
confident that no physician of repute 
would, in some of its phases, comply 
with its requirements. I remember that 
when this portion of the law was form- 
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ulated and ultimately passed it was 
greatly deprecate. by a number of dis- 
tinguished physicians. The zeal for col- 
lecting ‘‘vital statistics’ was here re- 
garded as a “‘zeal not according to 
knowledge.’ A law to be effective must 
command the moral support of those for 
whom it is intended. 1 do not believe 
that this law, in all of its scope, has 
ever been indorsed by our profession. 
I wish to add that our present board 
of health is not responsible for the ex- 
istence of this law, and I have no doubt 
that they are but doing their duty as 
they see it in endeavoring to enforce it. 
The law as it stands I consider a’ bad 
one, and I think it should be repealed 
or modified. I think that something 
should be left to the discretion and judg- 
ment of the dcctor in these cases. He 
should not be required or forced to play 
the part of detective in his practice by 
the collecting of such ‘‘vital statistics,” 
and as certainly as the medical profes- 
sion has its legitimate secrets as well 
as the profession of law, no honorable 
physician would ever so degrade himself 
as to betray the confidence reposed in 
him and sacrifice the interests and hap- 
piness of those who had confided in the 
sacred character of ‘iis profession.

Dr. Manahan’s Views. 

Editor Constitution—In answer 
vour asking views upon this 
pertinent question, I believe it is the 
earnest endeavor of the professional 
men to comply with the laws of the 
state and city in which they lve; and 
while, of course, the object the 
“ereatest good to the greatest number,’’ 
there can be no doubt that many hard- 
ships are entailed upon law-abiding 
citizens—who strictly comply with them. 

A physician has confidence imposed 
in him, not only because he is in the 
hearts of this people and friends, but 
many times he comes in possession of 
knowledge simply because he is a phy- 
sician, and he has. no more right in 
either case to abuse the confidence thus 
imposed than has an attérney to go 
before the grand jury with incriminat- 
ing evidence given him by one of his 
clients, 

Some of the states have already giv- 
en the physicians the same rights that 
they permit lawyers to enjoy, and the 
case in question is of sufficient magni- 
tude to serve nucleus around 
which a bill should be formulated for 
introduction before the legislature: To 
not simply give the physician the right 
to refuse answering questions tending 
to crimination of his patient, but for- 
bid him, under a penalty, of doing so, 
under any circumstances, whether. un- 
der oath or otherwise. 

The duty of every physician, ‘who is 
loyal to his cause, is first and all the 
time to protect and shield those whose 
confidence he has and has had!

1898 reports. Several systems will show less 
than four mille per ton per mile—less than 
half a cent for carrying one ton or 2,000 
pounds one mile. Another mill per mile 
added to these unprofitable rates would 
have increased by Ete Xe railway 
revenue on the traffic of 1897. What indus- 
try would have been injured by this In- 
crease?

‘‘A valuable report recently issued by the 
department of agriculture gives an elabor- 
ate series of tables comparing tne decline 
in prices of all classes of commodities and 
in railway rates.

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T THE First Methodist church yes- 
terday morning Bishop Warren A. 
Candler made a strong appeal for mis- 
sionaries to Be sent to Cuba. Bishop Can- 
dier has just returned from a trip to the 
island, and while there made a study of 
eértain conditions now prevalent in the city 
of Havana. He is of the opinion that -a 
great work can be done throughout the 
island by the different church denomina- 
tiohs; and strongly advocates that mission- 
aries be sent there as soon as possible. 

As his text, Bishop Candler read the ninth 
verse of Paul's Epistle to the Galatians: 
“As we said before, so say I now again, 
if any man preach any other gospel unto 
you than ye have received, let him be ac- 
cursed.’’ In substance, he said that the 
conditions in the island at present were 
6uch as to convince any one of the fact that 
there is a vast and ripe field for church 
work in Cuba. 

“It was my intention,’ said ‘he,

fully as possible, but I found abundant 
material right in Havana, and enough to 
take up all my time. The conditions in 
the capital of the isiand are something 
agtounding; conditions that few us Were
